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> H E lamentable igrozance and ungodlineſs of roe 
many of the common people, and the pride” and 
ſelf-conceizedneſs of many Profeflors of god!y- 
neſs, and the weakneſs, unſertlednefs and 'giddi- 
neſs of others, doth give advantage to all ſorts of 
Hereticks and Deceivers ro make their attempts 
with hope of ſucceſs. And ro our wonder, grief, 
and ſhame we ſee, thaz ſcarce any of them are fo 
grofly unreaſonable and vile , but they ger ſome followers in moſt 
places where they come : And when this wind ariſeth tory out 
Congregations, and neighbours, the light, unſtable, chafhe Profcſ- 
ſors are carried away. And though one ſet have carried away fore 
of them, and another hath riſcn and condemned rhat, and carricd 
away more ; and another and another have done the like by them ; 
yer {till the next {et thar riſeth up, is as confident that they are in 
the right, and as zealauſly vent their own conccirs, and condemn all 
ethers, as if they had never been warned by the examples of ſo ma- 
ny before them, whoſe confidence hath left chem in contemper, like 
Pr icators, Wizards and falſe Prophers,. that will be bald to 
efic of uncertain events, though ſo many of rhcir predecefſors 
= leſt ther names4o the derifion of poſterity ; We cannor” won- 
der therctore, if among other ſefts, the Quakers (with their Ge7- 
man Brethren, the Pazacelfianss Behmeniſts, and Seckers) do ftc 
in and take their turns in che game ; who will come down with 
wv ſhame then moſt that have gone before them, when they 
re plaid their part. 

The man that will ſtand ſafe, and lovk on the folly and miſery of 
all theſe ſefts, with prudence to his own advantage, muſt be A {2- 
ccig Cabot Chriſtian , ſaved from Infidelity lapiery : Having 
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2 * Ine ſheet againſt the Quakers: 
cone God, one Mediator berween God and man, one holy Spiric ; bes 
ing a member of that one Cathalick Church, which is nor contined 
to the ſet of Papiſts, or the ſe of Anabapriſts, or any ſcR, bur 
containeth all the true Chriſtians in the world, though ſome parts 
of it be Reformed and pure, and- others more deformed and cor- 
rupt : having one Catholick Rule; the Word of God; and a Ca- 
tholick Love to all Chriſtians in the world, with a care and defire of 
their welfare, proportionable to their ſeveral degrees of lovelineſs, 
Being, my ſelf a member of chis Catholick Church, and finding my 
ſelf on the Rock which the Gates of Hell ſhall nor prevail againſt, 
the ſecurity of my ſtation encourageth me the more boldly ro do 
my part in defending the cauſe of (God, againſt the aſſaults of all 
theſe deluded ones ; arid particularly the _—_— And if any 
man hnd in himſclf the leaſt temptation to like of their way, 1 
ſhall here give him thoſe Reaſons in a little roon that move me to 
conceive, that no Chriſtian, or reaſonable man, ſhould be a Qua- 
ker, or approve of, or excuſe their way. 

Kraſon 1. The Quakers ( with the Seekers) deny and revile 
the Church and Miniſters of Chriſt, and yer cannot «ell us of any 
Church or ry which is indeed the right, and to be preferred 
before theſe that they do deſpiſe. If che __— are of no Church 
themfelves, they arc no Chriſtians ; and then they are Infidels, 
Arhciſts or Hacebars. If rhey be of the Church, let them tell us 
which is the Church that they are of. They renounce the Church 
that we are of : and that is the only Church on earth, containi 
all rue believers in Chriſt. They have not cold us of any ſe& bur 
their own, which they take to be the true Church ; he that 
rakes the Quakers to be the only Catholick Church, muſt deny the 
Church and Chriſt himſelf, if he underſtand what he ſaich. For 
the Quakers are bur of a few years ſtanding : They roſe from 
among the Papiſts, Seckers, Ranters, and Anabapriſts bur a while 
ago. And if Chriſt had not a Catholick Church before then, and 
ever fince his Aſcenſion, he ceaſed ro be Chriſt in Office, the Head 
and Saviour of the Church : For no Church, no Saviour ; No bo- 
dy, no Head : No School, no Teacher : No Kingdom, no King : 

o Wife, no Husband. So that its all one to ſay, that the OQua- 
kers have made a new Cat'olick Church, when rhere was none be- 
fore; and to fay, they have made a new Chriſt, where was no 
Chriſt before. This Argument the Papiſts abuſe upon taiſe ſuppo- 
ſitzons ; bar it is only the Catholick that can make juſt adyanrage 
of it, and may berter ask the Papiſts, [here was your Roman Ca- 
thelich Church before 400. or 500. or 600. years after Chriſt ? ] then 
they can ask us, = was your Church before Luther +] Where 
there were viſible Socictiecs of Chriſtians , there was a viſible 
Church. 1 dare not be of ſo narrow a Catholick Churgh as the

Very few experienced, humble; ſo- 
xx Chriſtians, that ever I heard of that turn to them > but irs 
4: young raw profeſſors, and women, and ignorant ungrounded 
ople that were but nevices and learners in the principles , and 
uch as are notorious for ſelf-conceiredneſs and pride, being wiſe in 
heir own eyes. And moſt of all theſe rhar ever I heard of, were 
aptiſts or the members of ſome ſuch Sc, that by their diviſion 
nd errour were prepared before, 
Keaſon 1$. So that tis an evident judgement of God upon thoſe 
ople char turn Quakers ; and a puniſhment for their former ſin. 
tecauſe they received not the truth in the love of it, that they 
night be ſaved,God giveth them up to believe a lye,z Theſ.z.10,115 
ecauſe rhey were falſe to the light revealed, unprofitable un- 
r precious helps, and proudly diſobeyed and lighted their faich- 
guides, Gel givah hom cpa © 5009 8 theſe devourers : And 
ho would chooſe that for his Religion, which is nothing but = 
readful judgement of God upon proud, dividing, ſelf-conceited, 
pnorant men, eſpecially of rhe Anabapriſts > 
Reaſon 19. They are already in Divifions among themſelyes, 2s 
as they are : As the contention berween Naylor and his follow- 
ry, and Fox and his followers, ard others of them ſhew. 
Reaſon 20. And to make all their deluſion a more odious wicked- 
s, they father it upon the holy Ghoſt, and would perſwade the 
Id that they ſpeak all their moſt wicked ſpeeches by his inſpi- 
ation or command : and ſay [Thus [ith the Lord :] and [the Spi- 
t of God within me ſaith thus or thus.) O horrible impiety ! when 
diſhonour the very Word of God, the Righteouſneſs, yea the 
wrion of Chriſt, c o_ God bids them do ic, and indite all as 
om the Spirir of the Lord, when they (peat againſt the Dotrine 
the Spirne, They cry down the union and love of the Saints, and 
: Miniſters and Ordinances of Chriſt, and ſay, the Spirit bids 
do ir, When they pronounce damnation againſt Gods Churds 
holy ſervants to whom Chriſt hath promiſed ſalvation, and the 
ppurit ſealed ir, yet do they prophanely make rhe Holy Ghoſt the 
thor of their wickedneſs. 1 think there's not a whore or thief, 
r {wearer in the Town or Country, but might as juſtly ſay , Tho 
oly Ghoft commandeth them ro whore, or ſteal, or ſwear. Yea 
hen ſome of them preach another Go/de!, they father it on the Spi- 
it : when Paw faiths If an Angel from hcaven preach other 
pel then had been preached, he thoukd be accurſed, Gal. x 8. 
Reaſon 21. The Quakers themſelves renounce (in words) the 
\ancers and the Papiſts, as a deluded ſort t But the Ranters and 
F wiſts bald the ſubſtance or greateſt part of the Quakers Do&rine,

in which they differ from us. Yea the Rancers did fall into trance 
as they do; and {poke yuſt _— againſt the Miniſtry and $Scri.

ces, and ſame Churches and godly people as the Quakers do. Now 
lat any man judge that hath not furſworn all wit and reaſon, whether 
it be likely that the Holy Ghoſt would inſpire a generation of new 
Prophets, to acquaint them with the ſame points, which Ranters, 
Papiſts, and Drunkards knew before, and could have taught them 
without the 5pirit } Or whether the ſame point be Heavenly ina 
Quaker, and Helliſh in a Ranter, Papiſt or Drunkard > And whe- 
ther the Quakers have nor condemr-2d rhemſclves in conderning 
' theſe ſets c1ar hold rieit opinions 7 And whether it be likelyer that 
Ranters, Drunkazds and all Malignants, or the holy and faithful 
Miniſters and people of Chriſt ſhould in theſe points be in the 
right ? 
. Oncaſos 12. And if I had any cauſe to be weary of the Chriftian 
. we? Catholick Reformed Religion, what reaſon have 1 to turn _- 
 » any more then to any ather ſe& > why not to the ſet of Papiſts 
&* as well z or to the Anabaptiſts, or the Antinomi or Liberrines, 
or Familiſts, or Socinians, er ſuch like ? How do they prove that 
they arc more in the right then all theſe > Whar do they bring to 
ſatisfic a wiſe man that they only among all theſe and many 
ſects are inthe right 2 
Reaſon 23. Moreover, the way by which they prevail, is not by 
producing any evidence : For they renounce that, and offer you all 
on the Authority of the Spirit within them; and therefore the 
muſt prove that Authority, and their Revelations and Divine Mi 
en by Miracles, or ſuch ſupernatural means, before any reaſonable 
man can believe them :[Uinleſs you will believe every man that 
ſaith, he is ſent of God. I have askrt them to ſhew their Commiſli- 
en from God, or prove that he ſcnt them, and not one of them 
would ever do it, bur tell me 1 was blind, and he had the witneſs 
in himſelf : But why muſt Fbelieve him chat ſaith rhis more then 
other men > Can I ſee the witneſs in him > He muſt be a witneſs to 
me if he will have credit. The Miniſters of Chriſt do nor call you 
to receive their Dottrine upon the Aurhority of rhegaſe{ves or their 
own Miſſion , but of the Apoſtles and their Miſhon , from whom 
they prove they had ir, who ſealeg it with Miracles leng ago; 
# nd th: refore whether we were Miniſters or no, you have reaſon 10 
believe us, when we prove our Dodtrine ro be from Qod, as deliver- 
ed by Apoſtles in Scripture, and Sealed by the Spirit : Bur Quakers 
char give us their Dottrine on a new Authority within thens (and 
ſo Betunenifts, Paraceifians and all Enthuſafts) and Papiſts that 
give it us on their own Aythority 8s above 9; before che Scriprute 
Aichority ,

Authoricy theſe are bound to prove their pretended Authority by Mi» 
racles.jif they will be believed by wiſe men that love their ſalvation. 

And __ that = by the _— and the ſeriouſneſs and car- 
neſtneſs of ſpeech, threatrung tO poAr le, that frighe- 
neth-in their followers to them, and nor by fy of _— [ 
have urged many of chem to name one truth which the Quakers 
held, but what we hold as well as they : and I could never yet hear 
of any one. 

Reaſon 24+ Laſtly, they teach bur ſuch like DoRrines, and take 
the like courſe as many of the antient Hereticks did (vf whem 
Eriphanias , Iprnens: , and other Antients will give you a full ac- 
count.) Preſcatly afrer the Apoltles daies juſt ſuch Hereticks as 
theſe aroſe and troabled the Church : And they brought themſelves
